1 . This is the First Office Action on the Merits from the examiner in charge of this 
application.

5. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

6. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current U.S. 
practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document and are 
replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. The claims are replete with terms that are vague 
and indefinite or lack proper antecedent basis. Applicant is required to amend the claims 
accordingly to conform with current U.S. practice and such that the metes and bounds of the 
claimed invention are clear and definite. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the reject ion(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

8. Claims 2-3 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
